2. TABLING OF SALT DOCUMENTS BY MEXICO. AMB MARTIN ON 

NOV 9 INFORMED AMB ROSHCHIN (USSR), AND SUBSEQUENTLY U 

SECRETARIAT, THAT WHILE WE WERE MOST UNHAPPY AT PROSPEQT 
State Dept. declassification & release instructions on file. 
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OF SALT DOCUMENTS “BEING TABLED BY MEXICO, WE WERE NOT a 
INTERPOSING FORMAL OBJECTION. AMB ROSHCHIN SAID THAT HE 
WOULD "FOLLOW AMB MARTIN" IN TAKING SAME LINE WITH 
SECRETARIAT. SOVS ARE NOT ONLY UNHAPPY BUT SOMEWHAT 
EMBARRASSED PARTICULARLY SINCE, TO QUOTE SHUSTOV, "WE _ 
SROTOCOL TO Tie aS EP THIRD. DQCUMENT . CTHE. oe, 

COL TO THE AGREEMENT) IN OUR OWN COUNTRY,” HOWEVER,

3. NON-ALIGNED RES ON SALT. WE HAVE OBTAINED FROM SEVERAL 
NON-ALIGNED DELS TEXT OF RES ON SALT AS CURRENTLY UNDER 
CONSIDERATION IN GROUP OF TWELVE CCD NON-ALIGNED DELS, 
ACCORDING TO SIRRY (EGYPT) AND ECKERBERG (SWEDEN) RES. WILL 
PROBABLY BE TABLED LATE NOV 18 OR EARLY NEXT WEEK AND 
THEY EXPECT IT WILL BE CO-SPONSORED BY ALL TWELVE DELS, 
SIRRY REPORTS THAT GUERREIRO (BRAZIL) HAS BEEN MODERATING 
INFLUENCE TO MAKE RES LESS EXTREME FROM ONE PROPOSED BY 
MEXICO. IN PARTICULAR, INITIAL MEXICAN DRAFT APPARENTLY 
CONTAINED LANGUAGE WHICH WOULD HAVE HAD GA ASK IN EFFECT 
FOR PERIODIC REPORTS ON SALT II. CURRENT DRAFT, HOWEVER, 
AS A RESULT OF BRAZILIAN SUGGESTION, ONLY INVITES US AND 
USSR TO KEEP THE GA “INFORMED OF THE RESULTS” OF THEIR 
NEGOTIATIONS, 


4. INITIAL REACTIONS OF SOV DEL. SHUSTOV CUSSR) APPROACHED 

NEIDLE (US) TO ASK WHAT WE THOUGHT OF NON-ALIGNED DRAFT. 

NEIDLE SAID WE DID NOT, OF COURSE, HAVE INSTRUCTIONS, BUT 

HE PERSONALLY ASSUMED US WOULD ABSTAIN ON ANY NON-ALIGNED 

SALT RES, RECALLING THAT US HAD ABSTAINED ON EARLIER GA 

RESES ON SALT. SHUSTOV SAID THAT HE DID. NOT LIKE 

NON-ALIGNED DRAFT BECAUSE IT WOULD PUT GA IN POSITION OF 

JUDGING RESULTS OF SALT. FOR EXAMPLE, WOULD GA HAVE 

RIGHT TO ASSESS LATER WHETHER US AND USSR HAD AGREED ON \e~ 


“SUBST ANTIAL REDUCTIONS?” SHUSTOV SEEMED SOMEWHAT DISGUSTED 
WITH SITUATION AND SAID “WE DON’T NEED ADVICE FROM GA ON. 
HOW TO NEGOTIATE SALT.” HE ALSO TOOK EXCEPTION TO LAST 

= ED DRAFT WHICH ASKS US TO KEEP GA 
INFORMED OF RESULTS OF THE NEGOTIATIONS. (SHUSTOV SAID 
HE PERSONALLY SUPPORTED BOBBY FISHCHER'S POSITION THAT THERE 
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SHOULD BE NO SPECTATORS AT A SERIOUS CHESS MATCH.) SHUSTOV 
THEREFORE TROUGHT-AN ABSTENT TON WAS—THE-PROPER-COURSE. 
NEIDLE REMINDED SHUSTOV THAT IN 1978 THEY HAD HAD VERY 
SIMILAR CONVERSATION ABOUT RES 2661 A(XXV) REGARDING SALT, 
BUT IN THE END, THE’ USSR HAD DECIDED TO VOTE FOR THE RES 
WHILE THE US, IN ACCORDANCE WITH PREVIOUS DISCUSSIONS, HAD 
ABST AINED « SHUSTOV SAID HE RECALLED THAT THAT WAS CORRECT, 
AND THAT WAS WHY HE WAS EXPRESSING HIS VIEWS ON A TENTATIVE
